T &S per to make in the Circle of the 
Roa SS Tongues, is to the Italian. The 
near Affinity that reigns between that and 
the Spanifh, which was the Subje& of the 
former Grammar , makes it a very natu- 
ral and ea{y Step from one to the other. 
This is one of the moft Polite Tongues 
in the World, and, except the Greck may 
come in Competition, 1 certainly the moft 
Tuneful. The Softne{s of the Language, 
that glides {o much upon Vowels, gives 
it a Turn for Mufick that is peculiarly 
happy : And this uuft be owing partly to 
the Natural Genius, the Climate, and, 
without doubt, to fomething particular in 
the Organs of the People that (peak it. 
For thefe are {ome of thofe Caufes that in- 
fluence more or le{s every Tongue, and 
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iJ PREFACE. 

give Rife to that {urprixzing Variely in the 
Mould of all Languages, which we may 
obferve by a very ready Comparifon. To 
this is owing the Vogue and the Multitude 
of their Opera’s 5; 4 barbarous Compofiti- 
on in it felf, unknown to the Ancients, 
out of all Nature a5 well as Rule 5 af- 
fording no Pleafure to thofe that love to 
have a Reafon for being pleasd, except 
what arifes barely from the Charms of 
Sound, the Graces of A&tion, and the Em- 
bellifbments of the Scenery. 

This Tongue is now defervedly in great 
Eficem, and has been always much ad- 
miv'd and findied fince the Days of Pe- 
trarch, and the Refinement of it by Boc- 
cacio. It 1 thought to be {poken in the 
greateft Perfecizon at Rome aud Siena ; 
whence the Proverb, Lingua Tofcana in 
bocca Romana 5 implying, that the Pu- 
rity of it is Votcan, and the true Utte- 
rance is Reman. 

As there is in every Country fome Place 
where the Living Tongue is the moft pers 
fect, that is, among the Knowing , both 
for Standard and Vtterance, Writing and

Converfation ; as, for infiance, Toledo 
is eftcem’d the Local Standard of the Spa- 
nifh ; Blois of the French ; London of 
she Englifh ; Leipfick of the High 
Dutch, &c. {fo Rome and Siena of the 
Italian 5 one for the Delicacy of the 
Tongue , the other for the Fuftnefs of 
Pronouncing. 

The chief Beauty of it, is the Eafe, 
the Suzoothne{s, and the Harmony of it. — 
Tho’ {ome are of Opinion, that the almoft 
perpetual Ending in Vowels, as it an 
Advantage in Mufick, is rather a Defect 
upon other Occafions : That it tires the 
Far, in Talk or Writing, with an endle(s 
Repetition of the {ame Sounds ; makes the 
Tongue too open, languid, and effeminate 5 
incapable of a due Strength and Bolduefs, 
as well as of that Variety of Notes, pro- 
per to the different Nature of Things 
| defcrib’d, that is requir’d in good Poetry. 
That it gives alfo a Lengthening to each 
Vord, that renders it {omething tedious 
in Conver{ation, and rather fit for the for- 
mal Part of the World like the Italians, 
than common Intercourfe, Which is one 
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iV PREFACE. 
Reafon, as they urge, why it muft yield to 
the French i the Conver{able Part : That 
being a Speech that 1s much veadier, and | 
goes more nimbly off the Tongue than any — 
Language in the World 5 and upon that 
Account, among fone others, 15 the moft in 
Requeft for general VUfe. 

As both this andthe Spanihh are thought 
very jitftly in the main to be a Corruption 
of the Latin, fo they both agree remark: 
ably in one Thing, which is, this {ame 
Lengthening of the Words. ‘The Caufe of 
this Change, in Nature and Fhilofophy, it 
is impoffible to trace exactly 5 unlefs it 
may be conjeciur'd to arife from the Man 
ners, the grave Leneper, and folemn Ad- 
dre{s of the People, that brought them to 
dwell longer upon each Word, and draw 
out the Syllables with a Slowne{s that an- 
freird their natural Character. And per- 
haps the like Difference in all other | 
Tongues, if compard with one another, 
gtay be likely enough accounted for by the 
fame Principle. 

It is, like all other Tongues, varied by 
feveral DialeSts : The moft remote from 
| th¢ 
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the Standard, in Purity as well as Place, is 
that of the Mountains 3 which is fubdi- 
vided agai into others , that as they ap- 
proach more or le{s to the French, German 
or Italian Frontier, partake more or lefs 
in Proportion of the Tongue of the Neigh- 
bouring Country. 

Every State or Sovereignty has likewife 
its different Diale&t, or Caft of Speech ; 
like the Gesewusniete of Ancient Greece. 
And each of thefe Dialeéis, in this as 
well as all other Tongues, is contmonly 
nearer to Perfection, or farther front it, as 
it lies ia Nearne{s to the Local Standard. 

This Tongue has been fill improving 
fince Petrarch, and ia every Stage of Int 
provement bas pals d thro much Altera- 
tion. Hence arijes the Difference between 
the Ancient and Modern Authors ; that 
Words are found in fome, which now are 
difusd ; and that many Words fill re- 
tain'd, are chang’d in the Orthography, or 
Manner of Writing. The {ame has been 
ihe Fate of all ohn Tongues, that bave 
been at all cultivated.

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The Original of the Italian, is, the La- | 
tin gra sfted wpon the old Italian during the 
Roman Empire, and taking a new Turn 
and Mixinre from the Lombards, the 
Goths, iheSpaniards, and the Greeks them- 
felves, (as in the Ealt of Naples) iz the 
Declhae of that Empire. So that the Bafis 
of it is the old (ralian 5 and the reft is La- 
tin corrupted, with a Vem of the Lom- 
bard, Gothick, Spanith, avd Greek Lan- 
guages, in feveral Parts of Italy. And the 
old Italian zt felf was various, according to 
ibe various Provinces of Old \taly : One 
of which was Latium ; whofe Tongue, the 
Latin, by the Advance of Fortune, came to 
bave the argeft Share in this, the Spanith, 
and the French Tongues ; oceafi iowd by a 
nearer and more frequent Commerce with 
ibe Latins, or People of Latium, and a con- 
jlant Subject on to then, 

The Latin took its Model very much from 
the Greck, which was {poken anciently in 
Calabria, or Grecia Magna : And this 1 
one Caufe why the Neapolitan Dialect of 
the Italian bas a Mixture with the Greek, 
from its Nearnefs to Calabria. And it ws

wery probable , that the immediate Ground 
of this Tongue in the oldXtalian, was in the 
ancient Hetrurian or Tofcan ; becaufe the 
prefent Tofcan is the Standard of the Ita- 
lian. We have now fome Monuments of 
the old Hetrurian, i feveral In{criptions 
upon {onre Columns inRome, &c. The old 
Ofcan, Sabine, avd Mefianian Tongues in 
Italy were akin to it 5 and other Dialeéts. 

Many Words of this Hetrurian occur in 
Ennius, Varro, Feftus, Plautus, Arno- 
bius, |. 7. adv. Gen. &c. and later Anti- 
quaries avd Grammarians. 

But it is not only by fingle Hands that 
the Italian has been refin’d 5 but Sets of 
Men have applied them{elves to the Polifb- 
ing of it, in the manner of the French A- 
cademy. The Academia della Crafca has 
nade a good Progre{s in that Affair. As 
there are {everal Bodies of Mex in Italy, 
that go by the Name of Academics, who de- 
vote them{elwes to the Improvement of cer- 
tain Branches of Knowledge ; each to one 
Part, in their principal Cities and Uni- 
ver fities, 
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I have hinted the Variety of DialeSis, 
into which the Malian is divided , occafi- 
ond by the Number of States and Govern- 
ments : The Chief are, the Volcan, Ro- 
man, Venetian, Milanefe, Neapolitan, 
Calabrian, Picmontele. Genoefe, and 
thofe of the Iflands, Corfica, Sicilia, Mal- 
ta, &c. 

For the reft, the Reader wuft have Re- 
cour{e to their Criticks, and moft approv’d 
Authors ; as, Dante, Boccacio, Guarini, 
Guicciardini, Taflo, Marini, Caro, Ben- 
tivoglio, Davila, Boccalini, Ferrante, 
Pallavicino, Aflarino, Matcardi, Seg- 
neri, Bartoli, &c. 

One Remark more may be added ; That
